lands frequented by these birds are 
leased to private individuals who de­ 
rive a large income from the collec­ 
tion and sale of booby eggs. 
Nearly 
00,000 dozen booby eggs were taken 
from the seven little islands to Ja­ 
maica last year, w’here they were sold 
at the rate of about $3.25 for a case 
containing 500. 
An American consular officer famil­ 
iar with the subject states that while 
booby eggs are only about two-thirds 
as large as hen’s eggs they are but 
little inferior in quality.
